for life is mysterious and to live 
at one's best, we go on a little 
further making ventures of faith 
in God.

them. Then he said to Thomas, 
reach hither thy finger and see 
my hands; and each hither thy 
hand and put it into my side;

ing." Jeus was pleased to pre- 
sent the facts, let him use his 
reason.

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A NEW KIND OF SPORT 


Corn shucidng contests have begun and cham- 


pions are being chosen in various sections of the 
country where elimination contests will 'send 
the best corn pickers from the com belt to meet 
in competition with others for the national 
championship. 


Indiana has just named a champion, and more 


than a dozen counties, including Rush.county, 
was represented at the state contest. We must 
have champions in every line of work! 


It is significant that these contests come during 


the football season, and one is lead to wonder if 
some day there will be a conflict between the two 
sports. 


Every state in the corn belt ought to take an 


interest in corn picking. With them it is a state 
concern. Not only is it essential that there be 
good corn pickers, that is, 'rapid workers, but for 
the purpose of making country life attractive 
there ought to be a kind of pride in the way corn 
is picked. It ought to be an art. A corn picker 
ought to be as proud of his work as any other 
artisan, who, after all, is a kind of artist. 


The qualifications far corn picking require that 


the candidate for the championship not only 
work fast but that he keep his corn clean. Husks 
must be few—the ears must be clear of all except 
com. There is a considerable skill, called for in 
seizing the ear and jerking it off and throwing it 
into the wagon in the proper way. 


City folk would be surprised to see how well 


these corn picking contests are attended. The 
farmers who go to .see their- favorites perform 
may not be led by cheer leaders, and they do not 
wear slickers covered with freshman wisecracks. 
But they are interested in a way that is real and 
vivid, not forced. 


If some college would plow up its football field 


next spring and plant it in corn it would be 
.amazed to see the attendance at the corn picking 
contest next year. Why does not one of them 
try it? 


A BAD WINTER FEATURE 


One of the worst features of the winter season 


is the amount of illness that is caused by the 
various 1'orms of influenza, grip and ordinary 
colds. Absences from work on account of these 
maladies are a severe blow to industry and busi- 
ness.

Fresh air is a wonder 
ful medicine.

The British parliament is now considering 


bill designed to reduce traffic accidents. It goes 
much further than any law the United States ye 
considered. 


To begin with, it would license all drivers, make 


revocation of a license mandatory on convictio 
of careless driving and compel every autoist to 
carry liability insurance. It would install me- 
chanical governors on all autos to keep therr 
froni exceeding the speed limit. It would borrow 
from the rules of navigation a provision requiring 
any driver, when he sees any danger of a col- 
lision, to stop his car at once. 


These are drastic measures. The British don't 


do things by halves.

Indiana Town Cuts Taxes in Half, 


Pay off Bonds 20 Years Early 


Washington, Ind. (AJ.)—This 


little city is about to be cleared 
of all bonded indebtedness 20 
years ahead of time and to cut 
its tax rate in half. 


Its' municipally-owned electric 


power plant, under the direction 
of the city council and mayor, 
has turned in enough profits 
since 1917 to'provide the $64,000 
needed to wipe out all debts. 


Last of the city's bonds, which 


could have run until 1950, will 
be paid oS Nov. 15. Next year, 
accoiding to the mayor, John W. 
McCarty, the tax rate will prob- 
ably be 56 cents, just half of 
what it is now. 


A clause in the bond issue, 


made 13 years ago after a bitter 
fight to stop a move to abandon 


the municipal plant, will enable 
the city to retire its indebted- 
ness ahead of time. The out- 
standing bills are approximately 
$57,000 due on the plant, and 
$7,000 -due on the city hall. 


The clause provided that all 


interest on bonds might cease 
ifter 1930 should the city care 
to retire them, thus forcing their 
concellation. The interest rate is 
6 per cent. 


The city also owns its own 


street railway system, power for 
which is 'obtained from the mu- 
nicipal electric plant. 


Behind the city's successful 


management, it is said, is per- 
fect co-operation between the 
city council and Mayor McCarty, 
who is now serving his fifth term 
of four years.
